Speech of John B. Clark, of Missouri, in 
the House of Representatives. 


Calm, Argumentative and Excellent Revien bf 
the Political Issues. 


Mn. CHAIRMAN: Ishall not attempt in the 
remarks I propose to submit tothe committee 
to argue at any length the legal or constitu- 
tional questions involved, but sball address 
myself more particularly to the practical 
workings of the system of Federal interfer- 
ence in elections which has been inaugurated 
by the statutes we are now asking this House 
to repeal. In my humble judgment the en- 
actment of this law was a step toward cen- 
tralization never „ by the Consti- 
tution, and no student of the history of either 
our State or National Government can come 
to any other conclusion than that 
this enactment was a bold innovation on the 
laws and customs of our ancestors to get pos- 
session of the election machinery of the States 
for the basest of partisan purposes. And I 
assert now that it was originally intended and 
has been solely exercised inthe interest and 
for the triumph of the Republican party. Un- 
der this statute they have supplied themselves 
with money from the Treasury of the United 
States to bribe and corrupt the elective fran- 
chise, which is the foundation of all good gov- 
ernment. 

If the Government is to be pure and the 
people are to be free, the election of all offi- 
cers must be free and unobstructed by Feder- 
al interference. 
power toa partisan President of appointing a 
partisan marshal, and to that marshal the au- 
thority to appoint innumerable deputy mar- 
shals, the political existence of all depending 
on the success of a certain political organiza- 
tion.

Superintendent. 


The School Board met la t night, with Pres- 
ident Richeson in the chair. 

The Secretary read his monthly report, 
showing balance April 1, $108,62953; balance 
Ist ef May, $123,427 23, including 
$8,299 65 of the bonded debt fund; bal- 
ance subject to draft for school purposes, 
$115,127 58. 

SUPERINTENDENT HARRIS 
made the following monthly report: 

Forty-seven thousand two hundred and sey- 
enty-three pupils have been enrolled since the 
beginning of the present scholastic year, 
which is 219 below last year. 

The number of teachers at present is 976. 
This includes those who are employed half a 


day. 

The per cent of attendance for ten weeks 
ending April 4 was 92. 

The colored schools have enrolled 441 pupils 
more this year than last year, whichis an in- 
erease of 16 percent. The better attendance 
at the colored schools is on account of employ- 
ing colored teachers. The reason they 
were behind the white children in their per 
cent was that they were removed from the 
schools at earlier ages than the whites. 


The number of pupils study + German has 
t 


decreased. There are 314 less than last year, 
but it was due to the English children discon- 


tinuing the study, and the study by German 


children has increased. 

The number enrolled in the kindergartens 
this year is 6,371. This includes also pupils 
who have attended the primary schools one- 
half of each day. They have 131 teachers who 
receive salary, and forty-two who do not. 

The number of cases of tardiness during the 
third quarter was 6,517, being eighteen to 
each 100 pupils. The cases of corporal pun- 
ishmeut were 1,033. Number of pupils sus-

ad behavior, 92.

A correspondent, writing from Ray county, 
Says: 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Iwill give you a few of the material facts in 


| regard to the status of the Ray county rail- 


road bonds. On the 13th day of August, 
1860, the people of this county legally voted, 
under the then Constitution and laws of the 
State, the sum of $200,000 to the Missouri 
River Valley Railroad, a contemplated road 
from Moberly, on the North Missouri Rail- 
road, to Kansas City, up the Missouri River 
Valley, upon the express condition that said 
road was to be erected through the center of 
the county from east to west, passing through 
Richmond, the county seat of our county. 
Afterwards, on the llth day of April, 1864, 
said bonds were transferred by the County 
Court to the North Missouri Railroad Compa- 
ny upon condition that said road would com- 
ply with the contract of the Missouri River 
Valley Railroad as above. The North Mis- 
souri Railroad Company afterwards came to 
the conclusion that they could not 
buiid said road, as agreed upon, 
for the sum of $200,000, but made a contract 
with the County Court on the 13th day of 
December, 1866, whereby the County Court 
were to issue 3 150, 000 in bonds, and the road 
to be built upon the southern border of our 
county, along the Missouri River—the road 
further agreeing to build a spur from what is 
now known as the R. and L. Junction, on the 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern Railway, 
to Richmond. This contract was signed and 
sealed by the County Court, and by the rail- 
road company, Isaac H. Sturgeon represent- 
ing the com N This contract was after- 
wards reseinded by the court, in the year 1868, 
upon an agreement and understanding between 
the court and the North Missouri Railroad 
Company, that the court would issue the orig- 
inal sum of $200,000, voted to the Missouri 
River Valley Railroad, tothe North Missouri 
Railroad Company, provided they would erect 
a road from North Lexington, Ray County, to 
St. Joseph, Missouri, passing through Rich- 
mond, the county seat of Ray County. to be 
known as the St. Louis and St. Joseph Rail- 
road. The transfer of these bonds was made 
by the County Court mthe year 1868 to said 
company, and bonds amounting to the sum of 
$ 200, 000 were issued tothe St. Louis and St. 
Joseph Railroad on the 2d day of November, 
1868.

A New French Idea. 
[Frou the New York Tribune. } 

A new eight-page daily paper called Lo 
Globe, modeled after the great London dail- 
ies, will shortly appear in Paris. lis career 
will be watched with interest. Paris jour- 
nalism has always been a greatdeal of a mys- 
tery to everybody outside of France, because 
it has scemed to sneceed best when disregard- 
ing what are elsewhere considered the estab- 
lished rules for success. Paris papers pay 
comparatively little attention to the news. 
City matters, unless they relate to the ermminal 
courts, the theater or the opera, 
are scarcely mentioned. and one of the most 
important departments of American newspa- 
pers is thus almost wholly wanting. No sys-- 
tematic effort is made to gather the news of 
France. There are few special telegrams,and 
the general news dispatches are execedingly 


meagre. The journals of a serious type give 
a great deal of room to French politics, en- 
siderable to literature and art criticism, some 
to correspondence from other capitals, aud 
very little to anything else. The lighter and 
more bie we circulated pees devote a large 
part of their spaee tothe gossip and anec- 
dotes of the streets and cafes, and to short 
tales and sketehes.
